To  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  considerat ion  tho  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1365, 

The  general  health  of  the  citizens  of  tho  Borough  remained  satisfactory.  The 

population,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  decreased  by  a  further  10 
to  46,350. 


For  the  past  few  years  the  Borough’s  birth  rate  has  exceeded  the  national  rate. 
The  slight  fluctuation  downward  this  year  was  offset  to  some  extent  by  an  improved 
perinatal  rate.  There  was  a  fairly  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  from  33  to  44;  this  was  5*3$  of  all  births  in  tho  Borough,  whioh  is  about  the 
national  average.  It  is  difficult  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  moaning  of  this 
figure  in. our  present  society,  but  if  it  means  that  there  are  fewer  unsuitable  ’shot 
gun  marriages  it  cannot  be  so  disturbing  for  the  future. 

There  wore  no  maternal  deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  showed  an  increase, 
mainly  borne  by  the  males.  Apart  from  the  expected  pattern  involving  cancer,  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  respiratory  illness,  there  were  33  deaths  attri¬ 
buted  to  cancer  of  the  bronchus  of  the  lung  -  and  of  these  28  wore  men.  Is  it 
necessary  to  mention  cigarette  smoking? 

The  Department  continued  to  nibble  at  the  slum  clearance  programme  and  a  further 
42  houses  were  dealt  with. 

Even  once  again  it  has  been  a  difficult  year  in  maintaining  services  owing  to 
staff  shortages  but  happily  it  now  seems  that  these'  frustrations  are  a  thing  of  the 
past.  At  the  timo  of  writing  the  Department  is  fully  staffed, 

I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their 
ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the 
year  1965  was  831  compared  with  849  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  crudo  Birth  Rats 
for  the  two  years  rospoctively  is  17. 9  and  18.3  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  I3.3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  but  whon 
this  is.  oorroexed  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sox  distribution  of  the 
population  it  becomes  comparable  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  uholo,  or  with  tho 
death  rate  of  any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate,  as  it  is  then  termed,  is  15.0 
por  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh.

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GENERAL  SANITA  RY  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  work  of  tho  Publio  Health  Inspoctors  has  boon  hampored  again  this  year  by  staffing 
difficulties#  Tho  yoar  started  with  our  being  short  of  one  half  of  tho  establishment,  only 
one  appointment  could  bo  made  and  at  tho  end  of  the  yoar  there  were  still  two  vacancies.  It 
has  consequently  been  a  year  whon  only  work  of  a  routine  character  could  be  undertaken,  in 
fact  barely  a  holding  position.  This  is  bad,  both  from  tho  point  of  view  of  tho  staff  and 
tho  publio.  As  has  been  said  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  publio  loses  because  the  service 
to  which  it  is  entitled  is  being  "sold  short",  and  this  causes  criticism  of  the  delay  whioh  is 
inevitable  in  the  circumstancos.

Unfortunately,  however,  many  architects  fail  to  appreciate  how  much  trouble  can  be  avoided, 
both  for  their  clients  and  local  authorities’  officers,  by  having  joint  discussions  on 
proposals  for  alterations  to  existing  and  new  promises.

The  Makerfield  Water  Beard  is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borough, 

The  supply  is  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduot  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
the  Thirlmere  Aqueduot  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  and  the  Light shaw  Works  of  the  Maker- 
field  Water  Board, 

The  character  of  the  waters  from  the  Rivington  and  Thirlmere  Aqueduct  is  pre-domin- 
antly  upland  surface,  whilst  that  from  the  Lightshaw  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 
Weekly  sampling  of  the  TownUs  mains  water  is  undertaken,  106  samples  being  submitted 
for  bacteriologioal  examination.

The  owners  of  each  slaughterhouse  having  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  slaughter 
daily,  except  Sundays,  throughout  the  year  has  necessitated  the  attendance  of  an  inspector 

each  day,. 


Meat  inspection  during  the  year  has  been  carried  out  to  full  regulation  requirements  at 
Buck  Street  Slaughterhouse  of  The  Fat stock  Marketing  Corporation  (Meat)  Ltd.,  where  cattle, 
sheep  .and  pigs  are  dealt  with*  It  has  not  been  possible  to  provide  inspection  to  full  regulation 
requirements  at  the  Bengal  Street  Slaughterhouse  where  pigs  only  are  dressed.  Owing  to  the  speed 
of  operations  here  one  inspector  cannot  keep  pace  when  dressing  is  taking  place  for  two  to  three 
hours  each  afternoon.  It  is  consequently  essential  that  two  inspectors  are  deployod  to  achieve 
the  full  requirements  of  the  regulations. 


On  one  occasion  during  the  year  it  proved  impossible  to  provide  staff  for  inspection  at  one 
slaughterhouse  and  it  was  thought  desirable,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  given  in  Circular 
FSH/3/63,  to  invite  the  Divisional  Veterinary 'Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  to  provide  some  assistance,  but  he  was  unable  to  do  so.  However,  after  some  discussion 
and  an  explanation  as  to  the  plight  of  the  Department  the  Management  agreed  on  this  occasion  to 
re-arrange  the  time  of  slaughter  to  fit  in  with  availability  of  staff  within  the  Department.

A  free  service  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  given  to  occupiers  of  dwelling-¬ 
houses,  conditional  on  there  being  no  contributory  negligence.  In  all  other  cases  the  full 
cost  of  the  work  and  materials  is  borne  by  tho  occupiers  of  the  promises,  and  in  this 
connection  tho  sum  of  £l66.0s*2d*,  was  recovered  during  tho  year*
